Egypt made these decisions three 
or four weeks ago. the official said, 
and conveyed them to the Israeli 
ambassador in Cairo. 

Finally, the official said. Egvpt 
had permitted Israel to participate 
in the Cairo Book Fair, an annual 
international exhibit and sale from 
which Israel was barred last year, 

“We have been very forthcom- 
ing,” the official asserted. 

On another subject, Mr. Mu- 
barak was asked whether he 
thought Israel should some of 
its troops in Lebanon πη] the Leb- 
anese Army was strong enough 10 
maintain order.

“The best thing is to withdraw 
completely to their international 
border,” he said.

The Foreign Ministry official 
said be thought Mr. Peres’s r2- 
marks were aimed at Washington 
rather than at Cairo.

ASHKENAZY: Beyond Frontiers

HIS ungainly but exceptionally interest- 
Tig book is a collaboration between Viadi- 
mir Ashkenazy, the brilliant pianist, and Jas- 
per Parrott, has been his agent for nearly 
two decades. Its ungainliness is the result of 
awkward structure — passages written by Par- 
rott alternate unpredictably with extended re- 
marks by Ashkenazy — and of Parrott’s ten- 
dency to swoon over the manifold gifts and 
virtues of his client.

Like many other 
distinguished musicians he is a native of the 
Soviet Union and was taught in its Central

With Mozart, 
for instance. a composer with whom many 
Russians have a Jot of difficulties, there is his 
impeccable sense for form which one could 
describe as the practical gift of putting your 
material in an ideally communicative shape — 
the very thing which is probably most forei; 
τὸ achaotic, emotional Russian... . I hardly 
played any Mozart while I was in the Soviet 
Union — maybe 81 most one or two sonatas — 
and I'm sure that I didn’t understand a note of 
what I was plaving. Now. of course, Mozart is a 
ceatral part of my repertoire.”
